As some notice was given in the Magazine, some time 
since, of the opposition which was made to the preaching 
ef Mr. Coug, a Universalist, in the City of New-Orleans, 
the following from the “Iris, or Orleans Evening Post,” of 
last December, may not be uninteresting to those who feel 
an interest in liberal christianity. 

“We give place to the communication of a Universalist,” 
because we think his queries are perfectly correct. We 
shall take occasion to review the conduct of the Mayor on 
this procedure so soon as we can be made acquainted with 
the facts. We will observe for the present, that if any 
chief magistrate of a sister city should interpose to prevent 
a religious exercise, in the manner which, as is stated to 
us, Mr. Roffignac did yesterday, he would be the subject 
of popular indignation, and an object for “scorn to point 
Hts unmoving finger ul.”

“To his Honor J. Roffignac, Mayor of the City of New- 
Orleans. 


«Sir—Having understood that you prevented Mr. Cole 
from delivering a Sermon on the subject of Universal Sal- 
vation, on yesterday morning ata private dwelling, J wish 
to propound to you a few queries which you may auswer 
at your leisure, if you think proper to make use of so 
muich condescension, by replying to the demands of one of 
your fellow citizens, and 
: A UNIVERSALIST. 

“1. By what law of the state, or what ordinance of the 
city council is it prohibited the preaching of the Gospel 
by any minister of any sect or denomination of Christians ? 

“2, Does not the Constitution of the United States and 
of the state of Louisiana, guarantee to every citizen the 
F of conscience, or in other words the free expression 
of his religious opinion ? 

“3. Suppose there live in this city some two or three 
hundred whites. whese religion is of the sect of Univer-

salists, have they not a right to hear their doctrine ex- 
plained by one of their miuisters ? 


“4, Is there more danger to be apprehendel in preach- 
ing the Universal Salvation to assembled whites, than that 
of Methodism ¢o a concourse of uneducated negroes, which 


has been the case here, and for ought! kaow, may yet 
prevail ? 


“5. Might you not, sir, with the same resemblance of 
authority which you exercised towards Mr. Cole in depri- 
ving him of the use of a private house, and threatening 
the proprietor with fine and imprisonment if he loaned it 
to him, eject by means of an armed force, Parson Hull, 
fram his pulpit in Christ Church ? 


“6. Which, sir, is the most rational and intellectual en- 
joyment for our citizens, the hearing a discourse on the 
doctrine of Universal Salvation, or the witnessing a Dison 
of the Woods torn to pieces by Bull-Dogs, on the anuiver: 
sary of the birth of our Saviour 7” 


REMARKS. 


By the first question, which the Uuniversalists states to 
the Mayor, it seems that his honor was not compelled, in 
the discharge of the duties of his office, to deprive his fel- 
low citizens of the privilege of worshipping God, accor- 
ding to the dictates of their own consciences, but that this 
act was voluntary and gratuitous, prompted by his devo- 
tion to a partial doctrine and his settled hatred of the im- 
partial doctrine of Universal Salvation, though it was in 
direct violation of the Constitution of the United States, 
and the state of Louisiana, according to question second. 
According to the sixth and last question, this pious magis- 
trate witnessed the darbarous exhibition “uf a bison of the 
woods torn to pieces by bull dogs ;” and it is stated in this 
city by a gentleman from New-Orleans, that this inhuman 
cruelty Was exhibited on the very day tliat the Mayor pre- 
veuted the public worship of God, as stated above. {[t is 
therefore inferable, that the religious feelings which warm- 
ed his heart and stimulated lim to threaten the owner of 
the house, where the preaching was to have been, with 
imprisonment, if he allowed Mr. Cole to preach in his 
house, Were in perfect accordance with the cruel and 
shameful entertainment at which his honor was a spectator! 


That there is a most striking likeness of the unmerciful 
doctrine of endless torment in that shocking scene of cruel- 
ty is very evident. Let uscompare. The bison, whicli is 
as defenceless as a cow, represents those miserable creatures, 
who are to be tormented by merciless infernals everlasting- 
ly.—The ferocious bull dogs, with their long and iron-like 
teeth, with which they tore and lacerated, mangled aad 
tormented, the poor bellowing, dying animal, represent 
those furies, whose hellish pleasure consists in tormenting 
wretched souls in the infernal regions ; and the magistrate, 
who directed the scene of horror, was not unlike the Mo- 
loch, who is supposed to have planned and directed the end- 
less tortures to be exhibited im the eternal world, and to 
conclude the muititude of spectators, who were hard- 
hearted enough to take pleasure in beholding the horrid 
scene, and in hearing the dismal noise of the poor tortured 
bison, must have possesed a disposition, in degree, like the 
disposition of those religionists, who calculate on the future 
enjoyments which they are to realize in beholding thei: 
fellow beings in misery and in hearing their cries forever. 

Had Mr. Cole been permitted to preach, it is probable, 
that while the Mayor and a class of citizes were enlertained 
with the scene of cruelty, which was certainly a disgrace 
to civilized society, another class of citizens would have 
been listening to the mild voice of redeeming mercy, pre- 
claimed through a mediator toa sinful world, for its recon- 
ciliation to God. Whata contrast! But the preacher 
must be silent and still, while the bull dogs are loosed from 
their slips to give the horrid entertainment ! 








O thou undefiled religion of Jesus, may thy soft, attract. 
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ing influence mollify and draw the hard and rebellious 
hearts of men tothe peacetul altars, and give them a relish 
for sceues of grace, and ihe triamphs of mercy.

Extract from Hl. Baliou’s sermon from Heb. ix. 27, 26. 
[CONCLUDED FROM PAGE 142.]} 


Now unto them that look for him by faith, he appear 
without sin. They behold him in the whole human tam 
ly, zlowing in the light and pert etion of divine holiness: 
They hear the joyful sound of the gospel, of peace on 

earth and good will towards men, shiesaien to the sound 


of the golden bells inthe hem of the high priest’s robe 5, 


and the fruit of the spirit, which is love, joy, peace. long 
sufferings gentleness, meekness, goodness and faith, answers 
to the pomegranates interspersed among the golden belts. 

In this clear lizht of our subject, we may ask, ii there 
could be an invention more averse to divine truth, than the 
one to which our text bas been generally applied 

In room of noticing the death of the high priest, repre- 

sented oy the ceath of his sacrific e, our text has been ap- 
pli ed to the natural death of all the indrviduals of man-} 
kind ; and in the room of regarding the judgment as tne 
justification of those, whom the high prsem bore upon his 
shoulders and on his heart, it has been mad to signify a trial 
of allimeca in another world according to their works ia 
this. ; 

This justification ——- by the word judgment in our 
text, is expressed by this same apostle i in Romans itl. (23, 

) thus; “For all have » sinned agd come short of the glo- 
ry "of God ; being justified freely by his grace, through 
the redemption that is in Christ Jesus.” And again chap 
ter v. (18,) thus; “Therefore, as by the offence of one 
judgment came upon al! men unto condemnatiou : even = 
by the righteousness of one. the free gift came vu sig al! 
men unto justification of life.” It must surely b a most 
gross perversion, so to construe the word of God i as Lo rep- 
resent that dispensation which “ justifies the ungodly,” au 
saves men, “not according to our works ; but according t 
his own purpose and grace ;” in which dispensation, the 
apostle says, “God was ia Christ ; reconciling the world 
unto himself,” not imputing their tresspueses unto them, as 
a dispensation designed to judge and reward men in an- 
other world, accordmg to their works in this. 

Christian breihren, is it noi the duty of eVery lover of 
the gospel of divine niercy, who se under infinite obliga- 
tion to his blessed Redeemer, to consider this subject as de- 
serving of due attention and special labor? Let the lovers 
ef pop vularity, and those who seek honor one of another, 
devote their le: arning, study, and labors to quiet the peopi 
in superstition, bigotry, akg error. The ‘- are encugh in 
the employ mont. But whoever prizes the truth as it is In 
Jesus, above the facinating charms of worldly wisdom and 
ihe flattery of carnal minds, will not shun to remove the 
vail from the public mind, and let the true light shine in 
every dark place. 


Before we dismiss the word judgment, it may not be 
amiss, further to confirm the e: plan: ition already given, to 
notice how the prophet “pre uses the word, when speak- 
ing of the Messiah. See ch: apter xii. 1, 2,3, “Behald my 
servant, whom [ uphold ; mine elect in whom my soul de- 
lighteth : ] have put my spirit upon him; he shalf bring 
forth judgment to the Gentiles.—He shall not ery, nor 
lift up, nor cause his voice to be heard in the street. A 
bruised reed shall he not break, and the smoking flax shall 
he not quench ; he shal! bring forth judgment unto truth. 
He shall not fail nor be discouraged, till he have set judg- 
ment in the earth; and the isles shall wait for his law.” 

This judgment which the Mediator has brought forth 
unto the Gentiles, is that peace which our apostle says was 
preached to the Ephesians, who were far off, but made nigh

Hlaving presented the hearer with what appears to be 
the meaning of the apostle where he says in our text; “And 
as itis appointect unte men ouce to die, Xe.” for the sake 
of more light stillon the subject, we will admit that St. 
Paul meant, that it is appointed uuto all men to die a natu- 
ral death, this being the general sentiment on the passage. 
But what consequence would follow? Auswer ; a more 
entire deteat of the argument fora punishment in a future 
state.—For in this way of understanding the text, the nat- 
ural death of all men, both saints and sinners, believers 
iid unbelievers. is used asa figure of the death of Christ, 
Notice the words asand so, vis it is appointed unto menu 
ponce to die—so Christ wus onee offered to bear the sins of 
many, &e. And as it has been proved, beyoad contradic- 
tion, that the word judzmen! m the text, means Honinnss 
ro THE Lorp,so io this w ay, it would be proved that 
all men, saints and sinners, believers and uubelievers, at 
death are presented holy to Goad.

REMARKS ON HEBREWS vi. 4, 5, 6. 


“For itis impossible for those who were once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, and were made parta- 
kers of the Holy Ghost, and hare tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to come, if they shall 
fallancay, torenew them again unto repentance : seeing 
they crucify to themselves the Son of God afresh, and put 
him to an open shame.” 

As this passage is thonght, by the oppesers of Universal 
Salvation, to be strong testimony in favor of encless sin 
and misery, and as some, who think favorably ef the faith, 
which embraces all men as the subjects of divine merey, 
have suggested a desire to have this portion of divine truth 
illustrated and proved not ta oppose unlimited goodness, 
the writer of this feels it to be a duty imeumbent on him, 
to present the readers of the Magazine with what he sup- 
poses the apostle meant to communicate by this passage. 
The believer in endless misery supposes, that as the apos- 
tle says, that itis impessible for certain characters to be re- 
newed unto repentance, and as repentance is absolutely 
necessary unto salvation, it follows that the characters, 
which he here describes, eannet be saved ; but must be 
cast off forever. Butif our brethren, who are in the habit 
of making out the doctrine of endless misery by the assist- 
ance of a few passages combined with a few propositions 
which ore taken for granted, which are neither scripture, 
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nor proveable by seripture, would use the same candor on 
the subject which they would naturally employ in the com- 
mon concerns of life, it is confidently believed that they 
would be soon convinced that so shovking a doctrine as that 
of endless torment, has, to say the most we can, but a little, 
if any, suppori from the oracles of divine truth. Belore 
we allow ourselves to come to such an awful conclusion, a 
conclusion wich mvolves the divine character to the ce- 
gree that the doctrme of never-ending torment most evi- 
dently does, we should most cautiously examine every 
ineh of ground necessary to pass over in order to come to 
such a result. Butit is mortifying to consider how this 
most shocking doctrine is taken for granted, by thousands, 
and by many defended from seeming interest, and that it 
has called to its devotion the wit and sophistry of school- 
men, the blind zeal of fanaticism, and the ovewhelming cur- 
rent of popular opinion. ‘ 

Rather than to allow the doctrine of endless prmishinent, 
we ought to question the proposition. that uuless a man, 
Who is a sinner, shall repent he cannot be blessed even in 
the eternal world. And in order to justify 6Burselves in 
doubting this proposition, we have a perfect right, and it is 
even our dnty, to ask, whether our heavenly Father has 
revealed this proposition ia his werd? This question, he- 
ing stated, obligates every one, Who is acquainted with the 
scriptures, candidly to avswer if ia the negative. But the 
moment this answer is given, blind bigotry eries out. the: 
you believe the wicked are going to heaven in their sins !— 
Acrording to this, there is no need of repentance ; and 
when our Saviour and his apostles preached repentayice it 
was entirely useless! Now thts loud and noisy cry gets th: 
argument, in the opinion of those who are under the wflu- 
ence of tradition ; and the popular clamor is as successful 
in this case, as it was When employed before Pilate azamst 
the innocent Son of God. 

‘Toall this noise wisdom calmly replies ; No-—Sinners 
cannot go to heaven in their sins. But we are uot inform- 
ed in the divine testimony that there are any sinners in the 
eternal world ; and if there are no sinners in that world 
it is Very clear that there is no repentance necessary ; not 





can the want of repentance, where none is required, prevent 
any man from enjoying the divine favor. Repentance is 
necessary in a world of error and sin, and such is our pres- 
ent state. Thorefore the doctrine of repentance is urged 
in the serpitures, nd it ought to be faithfully reccommend. 
ed by all who labor in word and doctrine. There are many 
things which are necessary tu this world which we are not 
informed will be required im an eternal state.
